Reason For Allowance 

3. Following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest 
the limitations of the independent claim(s), in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed 
features as presented in independent claim 1, which include a combination of a projection 
system creating an image of the modulator on the workpiece, an electronic data processing and 
delivery system receiving a digital description of the pattern to be written, converting the 
pattern to modulator signals, and feeding the signals to the modulator, an electronic control

system controlling the position of the workpiece, the feeding of the signals to the modulator and 
the intensity of the radiation, so that the pattern is printed on the workpiece; and , means for 
rotating the coordinate system of the pattern to be created.
